in one day or one hour. The fact that our life 
is so short in comparison, and that we cannot, 
in our best estate, have any adequate concep- 
tions of them, is no more of an objection to 
their existence than it is an objection to the 
length of Neptune's period that insects die 
after a few hours existence, and without any 
adequate conception of an hundred and sixty- 
fqur years existence. 

From the movements of the heavenly bodies 
through a certain part of their orbits or of their 
oscillations, science determines with the great- 
est exactness the fact that, after a certain 
point in departure is gained, the body will in- 
fallibly return to its former condition and place. 
On its faithfully returning and thus neutraliz- 
ing the perturbations caused by its departure, 
the harmony and stability of the whole system 
depend. 

Now mark the conclusion. For the same 
good reasons that we say the earth could not 
have been made and set rotating merely to 
cause fifty or a hundred days, or was not set 
revolving around the sun to cause only one or 


Scriptures. The Gospel was written for the use of 
those able to read it; and its instructions touching 
fants are few in proportion to the fewer duties which 
we have to perform respecting them, And if there is 
any imperfection in the solution which the Bible 
gives to the question—whether all that die in infancy 
will be saved, the wisdom of God has appointed 
that imperfection, He is as wise in concealing, as in 
revealing. He may bave had the best of reasons for 
eaving a little cloud on this portion of the field. 

But it may be well to glance at the subject, and see 
how great is the probability which the Scriptures give 
on this question, ‘There is evidently nothing in the 
Scriptures to hinder an expectation that all of this 
class of human beings embracing nearly balf of the 
race willbe saved. Nothing makes it impossible to 
save them all, if he will. And the fact, that where 
sin has abounded, grace does much more abound, that 
is, that grace is an overflowing stream running where- 
ever it meets with no obstructions, and bearing down 











great obstructions where they exist, would create a 
natural expectation that mercy would flow over this 


field. 


It is not hindered by the fact of the universal de-

Histortcat Notices or tHe Piscataqua Associa- 
tions. By Jonathan French. 

In the Christian Examiner for May, 1848, there 
was an article entitled, “The Piscataqua Association 
of Ministers.” ‘This article, known to be from the 
pen of Rev. A. P. Peabody, Unitarian preacher at 
Portsmouth, N. H., purported to be written in praise 
of the excellent men who were members of that body 
half a century ago. ‘The business of their commen- 
dation, however; was so managed, that it seemed 
more like ridicule and disparagement of the hest of 
them ; and the Calvinisin which prevailed among 
them is represented as having brought almost entire 
desolation upon their churches. This false and 
scandalous narrative was thoroughly reviewed in the 
Christian Observatory for March, 1849, by one every 
way competent to the work, and who wanted nothing 
but a little heterodoxy in his bones, to make bin # 
very prime man in the estimation of Rev. Mr. Pea 
body and his sect. Though the editors of the Exami- 
ner stirred up Mr. P. as to the propriety of noticing 
his reviewer, be declined the task, on the plea that 
the reviewer was “not a man with whom be could 
measure weapons!” ‘This plea was true enough, 
though probably in a different sense from that insin- 
uated by Mr. P., who had found “a foeman worthy 
of his steel,” and entirely too strong for him, so long
